With  twelve  acres  of  tulips 
approximating  two  million  bulbs  planted  and  involving  nearly  two  hundred  sep¬ 
arate  varieties,  we  undoubtedly  have  the  largest  and  most  varied  planting  of 
these  bulbs  in  America.  The  particular  merit  of  our  tulip  and  narcissi  bulbs  aside 
from  the  possibilities  of  early  delivery  lies  in  their  extreme  earliness  of  bloom- . 
ing;  the  bulbs  ripening  fully  three  weeks  ahead  of  the  imported  stock,  assures 
a  corresponding  gain  in  time  of  blooming  the  following  spring.  Narcissi  bulbs 
grow  to  the  finest  degree  of  perfection  here  in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  absolutely 
the  very  cream  of  the  American  product  both  as  to  size  and  quality.  This  is 
readily  attested  to  by  the  fact  that  four  of  Holland’s  largest  firms  are  now  growing 
their  total  stocks  of  narcissi  for  the  American  trade  here,  involving  over  three 
hundred  acres.

DISCOUNTS — 25  or  more  bulbs  will  be  sold  at  the  100  rate  except  that  no  single  item  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted  for  less  than  50  cents.  On  250  or  more  bulbs  of  the  same  variety  and  size  a  discount  of  10%  will 
be  allowed.

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TULIP  CLASSIFICATIONS 

EARLY  SINGLE — These  tulips  bloom  from  two  to  four 
weeks  earlier  than  the  other  types  and  are  especially  fine 
for  either  forcing  or  bedding.  The  flowers  vary  in  height 
from  8  to  15  inches  and  are  obtainable  in  a  great  variety  of 
shades  of  which  we  grow  the  more  popular  sorts. 

EARLY  DOUBLE — Especially  showy  for  bedding,  bloom¬ 
ing  at  the  same  time  as  the  Early  Singles.  Vary  in  height 
from  8  to  12  inches. 

LATE  SINGLE— Often  called  “Cottage”  or  May  Flower¬ 
ing.  These  are  especially  good  for  cut  flowers  as  they  have 
good  stems  and  keep  well.  Vary  in  height  from  15  to  30 
inches. 

DARWIN — These  are  the  cream  of  the  whole  tulip 
family  and  are  unquestionably  one  of  the  finest  flowers  for 
cutting  purposes  as  they  grow  from  20  to  36  inches  in  height, 
have  sturdy  stems  and  keep  well  in  water.  For  planting 
in  the  border  they  are  unsurpassed  and  many  varieties  force 
to  perfection. 

BREEDER — These  are  the  unbroken  or  self-colored 
forms  of  the  old  Florists  tulips.  They  are  characterized  by 
flowers  of  enormous  size  and  of  exceptionally  vigorous 
growth.  Far  more  of  these  tulips  should  be  grown  in  Amer¬ 
ica  than  there  are  at  the  present  time  as  they  always  at¬ 
tract  instant  attention  by  their  unusual  shades.

SIZES  OF  BULBS 

Commencing  with  this  fall  we  are  inaugurating  an  entire¬ 
ly  new  policy  in  Dutch  Bulb  merchandising  in  offering  tulip 
and  narcissi  bulbs  in  several  sizes  and  planting  stock  by  meas¬ 
ure.  This  should  prove  to  be  very  popular  especially  among 
small  growers,  the  same  as  with  gladioli  bulbs,  and  it  is  our 
earnest  desire  to  be  the  means  of  greatly  stimulating  the  in¬ 
terest  among  thousands  of  bulb  growers  thruout  the  country 
that  these  bulbs  merit. 

All  tulip  bulbs  of  sizes  I  and  II  should  bloom  the  same 
year  as  planted  and  in  many  sorts  the  No.  Ill  size  will  throw 
substantial  blooms.  With  Narcissi  the  Single  Nose  will  throw 
one  bloom  and  the  Double  Nose  two  blooms  the  same  year  as 
planted.  In  many  varieties  the  larger  sized  “splits”  will 
throw  a  bloom  the  first  season.  Normally  the  Round  bulbs 
will  furnish  Double  bulbs  the  following  season  and  the 
large  “splits”  will  make  Round  or  Single  Nosed  bulbs  the  first 
season.

NARCISSI  CLASSIFICATIONS 

TRUMPET  DAFFODILS  (Daf)— Has  a  trumpet  as  long  or 
longer  than  the  petals  or  perianth  segments.  The  old  fashion¬ 
ed  “Daffodil”  so  popular  with  everybody. 

BARRI  (Bar) — Cup  or  crown  measuring  less  than  one-third 
the  length  of  the  perianth  segments.  Perianth  yellow  or  white, 
cup  yellow  or  yellow,  stained  red.  Some  of  the  very  choicest  of 
recent  novelties  belong  to  this  type. 

INCOMPARABILIS  (Inc) — Large  chalice  cupped  flowers 
with  cup  measuring  one-third  to  nearly  the  length  of  the  peri¬ 
anth  segments.  Perianth  yellow  or  white,  cup  yellow  or  stain¬ 
ed  red. 

LEEDSI  (Leed) — Eucharis  Flowered  or  Silver-white  frag¬ 
rant  Star  Narcissi,  comprising  all  the  Star  Narcissi,  large 
chalice  cupped  and  short  cupped  with  pure  white  or  silvery 
white  perianth,  and  cup  or  crown  of  white,  cream,  huff-orange, 
apricot  or  pale  lemon. 

POETAZ — This  unique  class  of  Narcissi  produce  several 
flowers  on  a  single  stem,  the  individual  flowers  strongly  re¬ 
sembling  the  Ornatus  florets  and  characterized  by  extreme 
fragrance.  They  were  produced  by  crossing  the  Poeticus 
Ornatus  with  several  of  the  Polyanthus  or  bunch  flowered  type. 
They  are  fine  for  forcing  and  very  hardy  for  outdoor  plant¬ 
ing. 

POETICUS  (Poet)  Pure  show  white  perianth  with  extra 
short,  flattened  cups  of  a  yellow  or  lemon  color  with  dainty 
edging  of  scarlet  or  crimson.  All  are  extremely  fragrant  and 
extra  choice  for  cutting  purposes.
